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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112=

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply witk 
trie enablement requirement. Tke claim(s) contains subject matter wkick was not described in tke 
specification in suck a way as to enable one skilled in tke art to wkick it pertains, or witk wkick it 
is most nearly connected, to make and/or use tke invention. Tke specification does not clearly set 
fortk kow tension is produced in tke longitudinal web to kold tke wiper strip. Wkile it appears 
tkat tke widtk of tke rails plus tke widtk of tke web being greater tkan tke widtk of tke inner 
edges of tke first L-leg would provide for compression of tke web or possibly tension in tke kolder, 
it is unclear kow tkis would develop tension in tke web of tke wiper strip. Clarification is 
requested. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10 April 2003 nave teen fully considered tut tkey are not 
persuasive. Applicant's introduction of tke wet teing in tension does not appear to te taugkt ty 
tke art of record. However, as set fortk atove, it does not appear applicant's wet is actually in

Note tkat patents do teack compression of tne wet (for example, Oiskei 123). Turning to 
applicant's otker arguments tkat kis kolder is not a carrying tracket frame tut a kinge-free wiper 
tlade, notking in tke claims appear to limit tke kolder as suck. Appkcant could set fortk or add 
tkat tke kolder is a -one piece- kolder wkick is provided witk means for connection of a wiper 

arm and arranged at an upper strip surface of tke carrying rails. Applicant also argues tkat tke 

rails must te introduced into tkeir longitudinal grooves of tke wiper strip in a lateral direction. 

However, tkere is no language in tke claims limiting tke rails to suck a manner of insertion in tke 

grooves.
